Metric System Old 


Scientific 
Standard 


The theory of the metric system 


Is thnt a meter is one-ten-mi1lionth 
part of the distance frbm the pole 
to -the equator, which is a qund- 
rant, or one quarter of the earth's 
circumference. The Tdea of a scien- 
tific standard of measures had been 
suggested as' early as the Seven- 
teenth century,1* particularly by the 
French astronomer, Jean 1'lcard, 
^i.o. lived from 1820 to 1682. The 
suggestion took practical shape In 
•1780;- When the national assembly 
of . France'appointed a committee 
to consider tho question. The'com- 
mittee reported iu favor of the 
sfoiidrird 
being the 
one-ten-mil- 


llpnth part.of-n quadrant of the 
earth's circumference. 
A commis- 


sion'was then appointed to measure 
the-quadrant.- In 1799'a report on 
the length of the-meter was made. 
In'the -same -year the assembly 
passed a law bringing In the new 
system of measures, the use of 
which became compulsory through- 
out France in 1801.
